And the like differencesj I fuppofe, will be obfervable 
on other CoaftS) according as their pofitions be advantageous or 
difadvantageous to the one or the other of the two Caulesj on 
which this Vh^nomenon depends- But €nceit is not yet (it feems) 
agreed^ Whether fuch an Annual ^hrnvkom^non do happen 5 or, if 
foj not at that time 5 (fo that^ for ought yet appears^ it may be at 
the Sealbns I deiign, that is, between the Winter- Solftice and the 
two iEquinoxes on either fide of it 5 though, on leveral Coafts/e- 
veraliy remote,) I think it beft to let this part of the Bypothjis 
ftand as it is, unrevoked, as that, which^ when it fhall be difcove- 
red and agreed oo^ftands ready enough to give a rational account 
of it, andj in the mean time, docs no hurt. And in fuch a Com- 
plication of Caufes {o abftrule, fcarce any thing but Obfervatiofl 
will determines which of the Caufes, and i« what degree, is to be 
Judged predominant*

which the authority both of the Ancients and Moderns ought 
to (loop to. Upon which ground he proceeds Jometimes diflenting 
from Gakninthek Eflay's alledging,*^^* Authors own advifeand 
pradife for fo doings and deploring the unhappinclsof the ftatc 
of Phyfick becaufc of the too great fervility of adhering to former 
attainments. Having premifed this^he doth in the

courfe of what is obvious in this Argument^ and leave that un- 
explained what is not fo^ as^ from what caufe, by what organs, 
and why at ftated times that Evacuation israifed and performed^ 
And having fliew'd» that the common Dodrine concerning this 
EfFed in Women contains nothing, which may be acquiefced in, 
he proceeds to declare and prove his opinion concerning the

In the/e^<?»^.DiikrtatioD concerning ih^tConfcnt of many parts 
of the Body with the Wo^b^ heiiift declareih, that he underftands 
by this C^;^^*/^if,nothingel%but that t pjrtsare at onceaife(9:cd 
together from one part prmcrpaily affedted, and commuQicating 
that afTedion to others. Then having cs^plcded the common opi- 
nions touching the Caufesofihis Sympathy jhe^offers his ovC^n^t/fey 
the Vicinity of the parts.and the Community and ftrufture of the 
Vcflelsjby which the vitiated liquors of the body being conveyed 
from one part to another,may there exdte the fame or different 
affeftions.Butbecaufe this way of Sympathifing by veflels hath

Explication of which, he gives an Accompt of the Order and De- 
pendency of the Veflelsj by which the various Juyces are diftri* 
buted through the Body ; and from all thefe together ^ (taking 
in the StrnSfure of the parts) he dcducethfirji in General^ the man- 
nerjHow any one part^being afFeded^communkateth its affedion 
to others -, and then in VartkuUr^ How the Scituation ^ and the 
Connexion of the Womb^ with other parts^ is fubjed to produce 
the like efFefts : Where he exfpatJateth to declare^How that from 
the depravation of the Uterine ferment and bloud, fo many, 
fo various', and fo horrid Difeafes and Symptonis arife : To ail 
which he adds the folution of thefe two Queftions 5 f -Why Sweet 
fmells raifc Hyfterique paflions;5 and foetfd ofles^remedy the faflie? 
Q^ Why there is fo fpecial a confent of the Womb with the Breafts? 
Concerning both which we refer the Reader to^ the Author him- 
fdf, and proceed to the 

%hird Differtation^ in which he inquires. Whence it is , that 
M/4isrhe beft Aliment ot the Body? And to fatisfie this Inquiryi 
he ftrefuppofeth 5 that the proxime nouriftiment is to be as like as 
may be to the Body to be tiourflb't^and that we fubfift by the fame 
thingSjofwhichweare generated, and that the Foetus is fed in 
the womb) not with Bloud, but a Milky Juyce, taken in at the 
MtDUtb, and icver'd from the Bloud in the Vterm hy the Placenta^ 
as aSttainer 5 as 'tis in the Breafts by the Glanduls and Tubesde* 
figned for the fame purpofe. And having concluded thereupon^ 
that Meats do not nourifli before they are converted into a Mil- 
ky liquor s he Analyfeth Milk, and finding , that its fatty, terre* 
ftriaj, and feyous parts may be eafily mixed, feparated again , and 
made afitmiatter for the difi^rent parts of the Body, the Serous 
part thereof ( which is alfo Nitrous) being a very proper Ve- 
hicle to conveigh it thorough^ the veflels ; he infers ] that it is the 
mofr convenient Food ,not for Children only, but for Grown peo- 
ple alfo. Bmbecautls he W3s aware of divert* Objtfttons againft 
rhisDoarii^.^, eipecially thofp two, that are taten from thedou- 
ble Principle of our Generation, the Bloud, and theCenital ktds^ 
and from the twofdrts of Parts of the Body, Spermatick and San- 
guineous : He epdea vors to remove both , as may be feen in the 
Book it felf ; where do occurfundr)^ curious apd confiderable A- 
natomical Obrervatjons and Experiments , grounded upon the 
Learned Dr iVhartons Book o{ Glanduls ^ and proving,thatthe 
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Maternal Blond is neither the matter of the Aliment of the F(ttm^ 
nor that, of which it is firft formed: all which is illuftrated and 
confirmed from the P/&^«<?«^e/?^ in Oz'/p^r^;// Animals, whofe young 
ones, bred in Eggs, receive no bloud at all from their Dams. 

But as to the fucceffive Changes made in MeatS5fit for Nutrition 
and the produdion of various Juyces^he reprefents them thus: Af- 
ter that the C^jf/e,prodticed out of meat and drink in the ftomach, 
hath pafled to the Hearty then the fineft and moft Spirituous parts 
thereof are changed into the red part of the Bloud \ fuch por- 
tions as aredifpofed next, are turned intoBile^and other humors^ 
the remainder |s by iterated fermentations with the Bloud in the 
Heart further digeftied 5 and perftded, and by being in many 
places percolated, and leaving behindltsferofity, acq uireth a glu- 
tinous and fibrous nature^ like Milkjfittefl: for Nutrition. 

So that he concludes upon the whole, That there being no 
part of the Body, which is not generated of the Seed^ and confe- 
quently the Seminal matter being the neareft Aliment of the fame, 
and nothing, of thingsputwardly taken in, having a greater cog- 
nation withit, than Milk, this Liquor i^ to be efteem'd the beft A- 
liment, and the propereft to repair tabid and decayed Perfons.

Firji^ It lays down the Ground of" all Natural Changes in Infeds; 
declaring, ihatbyihe word Change, is nothing elfe to be under- 
ftoodbut a gradual and natural Evolution and Growth of the 
partsynot any JVletamorphofisorTransformatjon of them: which 
Growth is here made to referable , not only the Increafe of other 
Animals, but alfo the Budding, Knitting, and Spreading of Plants. 
And here the Author, having taken notice, that, whereas Antient 
and Famous Writers:havc efteem'd and called the Nj/v/p ha, among 
Infefts, the Change of that Worm,which carrits the proper Ihape 
of the future little Animal^and the Cbryfalis or Aurelia the Change 
of that Caterpillar J which (hews no parjis at all ofjthe Animal to 
c jme^havingjl fay, noted this, dcfires the Readier to obferve,tuat» 
whereashe is able to difcern and to ftiewall the parts or qatm- 
bers of the future Animal cle,as well in the Chryfalh ,3s the, l^ympka^ 
he 01 kes no other difference amongft them, but this j That fincc 
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the parts in a Chryfalls , are not fo plainly difcernabk to our view , as 
thofe in a Njmfha , and becaufe a Chryfdk, does;' fometimes appear of a 
Gilt-colour , which he hath not hitherto obfervM^n a Nympha^bt calls 
the Nympha^ barely by the narae of Puppet ^ and the Chryfalis by that of 
Gilt puppet: the diftinAion of which is made very clear by the neat and 
accurate Cuts annexed , and their Explication. In this Firfipart is fee 
forth the nianner,how tht PForms and Caterpillars turn into Puppets *, and 
fhcw^d fthat fonie Infeds come perfed out of the Egg, and never out of 
a Puppet ^ that the principal difference of the fVorm-animalcula^ that turn 
into Puppets^ conOfts in this, that fome have feet, fonie have none ^ th^t 
the breaft of the feetlefs Worms is never changed •, thati\\ti\yi fore- feet

Where he affirms,that Mmfet and others do erre a^ 
bout the Aurelia , making it neither an Egg, nor an Animal •, and that 
Harvey miftaketb, calling the AnreUa{y^\i\{^ indeed is the Animal it felf,^ 
an Egg, and affirming, that Bloudlefl'e Animalcula are produced out of 
Aurelias by Transformation^ whereas the Change , happening in the 
Puppets^h nothing elfebut an Evaporation of the fuperfluous raoifture.

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pfodciAion, Cliangeand Growth. Tbe^ri?Rank, by him called Nym- 
fha'Ammai, bath a lictle Animal fully formed in the Egg , which after 
the evaporation of the fuperfiuo us raoifture, comes fort^ perfed and fo 
groweth up ^ fuch as the Loi^fe and Fka^&cc. The y>r(?W' called Nympha- 
p^ermicHlm^ hath the parts of the Infeft imperfediy Ihaped in the Egg^ 
^nd after hatchini* acquires its perfedion Viftbly hy outward food •, fuch 
asthe X<?r//,f?and.Cw%^,&Ct Th^ thirds c^licil^ympha^ChrjfaiU or Ah-^ 
rf//^5 obtains after hatching J its perfeAion darkly, and not till the laft 
calling of the slciii -fuch as the Emmet ^zniiNight'lutterfiy:So that in the 
feconddnd. third Claffis not a perfeft Animal , but a Worm , precedes the

In the/6'y;^^r he endeavours to explain, How the Brain is formed, and 
Wrbat'kind of Subftance it;iv.-ln the doing of which he obfcrvech, That as 
man.ySalts,din'otved together in common water, arefevcr*d by a fimple 
Diftillation - and as divers Mettals melted together into one maffe are 
un- mixed from one another, when a certain degree of heat is given them-, 
fo the different parts, whithconftitutcUhe*ye^^, although they be fc> 
blended together that 'tis impoflible todiftinguilh them, do dif-engage 
th^mfcW^s from one another when they are agitated by a competent 
Heat-, and taking the fituation which i'S natural to them, give rife to 
the feveral Organs of the Body. The dired and the moft maffy , by their 
weight going to the Center,form the Heart •, tht fpongious,the Lums ^ 
the bituminous, the Liver 2ivA thefatty and oily,as the highefl, riling a>^ 
bove the reft,form the 5'r^/;;,&c. Where he takes notice, that Hippocr^teJ 
holds the Bmn to have little of Oylines in it,becaufe itwill noc fiam^ ^ 
whereas he aflures, that having diftilled the Brain of a Calf, he drew 
from it a confiderable quantity of Oyi : w4nch fto note that by tht by) 
being applyed outwardly, i:ir by him recommended as excellent to af- 
peafe the pains of the Cmt. 

In the fame Letter he affirm5,.that:inihe Birain there is made a certain 
very fubtile and well- fcented liquor, which he believes to be the Seat of 
the Reafonabie Soul *, and that the Wit of men depend*? on the Temper 
of this Liquor,rather than from the Co^nformation of the Braiat Which 
h^ confirms by th<Examp!c.of OBe,who by taking great (tore oiTohacco, 
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hadfodryed upbisBrain^ that after his death there was found in his 
Head but a very fmall black clod,compofcd of fundry membrans ; and 
yet his Soul had not been wanting to perform her fundions to the laft. 

He alfo takes occafion to difcourfe of /?^ypiV^m^, adventuring to affirm^ 
that Refpiration is caufed by divers liquors, which riiing through the 
Veins into the Heartland tnere fermenting, fend to the Lungs fuch Va- 
pors as attrad the Air : For illuftration whcreofjbe faith. That, if to a 
(llafs-bowl, hollow and with a fmaH hole, you fodder divers Pipes of 
Giafs half fall of different ftrong Liquors, the Vapours, elevated from 
thofe Pipes in the glafs-bowl,wili draw the Air after the fame manner as 
tis drawn into the Lungs by Refpiration. 

Itt the other Letter, he treats of the way of curing fcveral Diftcmpers 
of the Eyes,and particularly of fome furprizing ones, cured by himfelf. 
Where he affirms, that, having cut afunder the Apple of the Eye of divers 
Animals, and fqueefed out the humors even the ChryfialUn it felf,hehatl| 
reftored the fight to thofe Aaimals ^ and that the Eyes of thofe Birds,oii 
which he had made this Experiment,Iooked better and more vivid than 
before ^ and that he had performed this- operation upon many perfons 
with fo much fuccefs,that in their Eyes there remained not the leaft ap- 
pearance of a Scar, After this relation he is not fliy to teach the way of 
making thi^ Operation, adding the cautions to be obferved therein, and 
withall the Remedy it felf- which conQfts chieHy in a certain Water of 
Celandine yZnd. a Phlegme of Vitriol of Mars. 

On the occafion of teaching the Preparation of this remedy,hc taketh 
notice of fcveral particulars, perhaps not to be defpifed : Firft, That if 
about a pint of Water be poured on ten pounds of Filings of Iron, frefh 
and fine, and after having well ftirr*d it with one's hand, you cover the 
veffel,wherein it is, and wrap it about with fome dry fluff, thefe Filings 
will, within the fpace of an hour and an Iialf, ferment and grow hot, like 
Calx viva. Secondly, That having often quenched in Water an Ingot of 
fine Gold, heated red hot, he hath found the weight of that Gold not^. 
bly diminifh't ^ and having afterwards fuffered the Water to evaporate, 
drawn a little Gold thence; which (he faith) fliews,that the moft fubtile 
parts of the Gold pafs into the liquors, wherein it is quenched ^ whence 
it is (he adds) that fuch liquors have admirable vertues , to cure many 
DifeafcsiAnd amongft others he pretends^ that in Dyffenteries there is no 
better Remedy,thartRofe- water, wherein Gold hath been quenched. 
Thirdly, That in the Refolution of Similes , an excellent means of pre- 
ferving their proper virtues is , inftead of ufmg Fire or any other 
ftrangeHeat, which might alter their vertues , toemploy only the 
Warmth of an Hot-bed made of the Putrefadion of the Herbs of the 
fame Species with thofe you would Dillii. 
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
